1. There was a debate in Pyongyang on 5 March over the control of the 
troops in Korea. The North Korean government wishes to control the 


Chinese Communists but they do not agrea. 


2. At a meeting in Pyongyang of the North Korean police chiefs (perhaps in 
early arch), a North Korean colonel stated that all troops would be with= 
drawn to the 39 Parallel and would fight a delaying action between 
the 39 and 40 Parallels. The North Korean government believes that the 
UN troops will attempt a landing at Wonsan or Hungnam and is distrite 
uting troops to effect a sandwich type of trap when the landing occurs. 


3. The Chinese Communist forces in Pyongyang assert that they will not 
stop fighting even if they are forced back to the Korean border, 


Representatives of the standing committees of the North Korean Labor 
Party in all the counties of Kangwon Province met on 28 March at 
Kisan-ni ( 127-07, 38-35) in the house of WANG Nak~san, owner of a 
Chinese restaurant in Fyonggang (127~18, 38-35), chairman of the 
Chinese association there, and interpreter for the Chinese Com= apne 
munist 2 Army Group (sic).
